Boston, Sept. 15.—A definite 
cam- 


paign to regain for the striking police- 
men the places now officially declared 
to have been lost because of the neglect 
of duty was expected to be inaugurated 
today. The action was expected to de- 
pend upon the result of a conference be- 
tween union labor leaders and Police 
Commissioner. Curtis. The commission- 
er, at the request of the union heads, 
consented is trie meeting en an unof- 
ficial basis but the labor men said they 
hoped to obtain from it an exchange of 
views which might be made the basis 
of negotiations. 
The extent which the American Fed- 


eration of tabor would support 
the 


fight for reinstatement and recognizi- 
tion as a union was in doubt today. 
From New York where President 


Gompers has been directing the federa- 
tion's interest in the Boston situation 
came word from one of his assistants 
there would be no general strike action. 


The fact that the central labor unions 


adjourned last, night without calling a 
meeting, in advance of its .regular ses- 
sion next Sunday, was accepted as an 
indication that union leaders looked up- 
on the fight as a. long one, in which 
they would take action only after ma- 
ture consideration. 
This consideration it is understood 


will include the advice 
of 
President 


Gompers and other leaders of the fed- 
eration who regard the fight in this city 
as centering the national question of 
police unions which were approved by 
the federation at its last convention.

their duties and it was said at police 
headquarters that they probably would 
be placed 011 patrol within a day or two. 


The civil! service commission sent to 
Commissioner-Curtis today a list of 139' 
names of men who have fulfilled its re- 
quirements. 
Of these 122 were vet- 
erans recently returned from service. 


Commissioner Curtis will have ap- 


proximately 
1000 places to fill when 
the list of applicants.qualified by civil 
service examination is exhausted. 
The commissioner by ruling of the 


attorney general is authorized to com- 
plete his force by provisional appoint- 
ment of any veterans of the army or 
navy Who are residents of the state.

New York, Sept. 15.—The spectacular 


oil fire which since Saturday afternoon 
has raged at the plant of the Sone & 
Fleming company on Long Island City, 
with injury to more than 50 persons 
and property damage running into the 
millions, was gradually burning itself, 
out today. 


Although officials of the fire depart- 


ment said that the blaze was well under 
control, it still was burning briskly and 
promised to continue for two or three 
days until the thousands of gallons,of 
oil in the path of the flames have been 
consumed. 
Herbert L.. Pratt of the Standard Oil 


company, of which the Sone & Flem- 
ing plant is a subsidiary, said after a 
survey of the ruins that the property 
damage would be "more than |2,000;- 
000.'" About $500,000 of this sum is 
said to be represented by oil consumed 
in the fire. -As -nearly as could be as- 
certained with the fire still raging 36 
of the company's large oil tanks have 
been destroyed.
